On The Sister's Cap.

DaarBbo:— Yours of 
the Uth la to hand and Is 
weloome. Yon say you met me and 
daughter at Ml Morris— that may be, 
for we were there in 1880, but I do not 
recollect yon. 

The covering mentioned In 1st Oor. 
11 : 8- IS, is acknowledged by all com- 
mentators to be-tbe most obscure and 
dlffcult passage- In the Bible, and per- 
haps none ever gave rise to so many 
conjectures and visionary opinions as 
that did. And while I was for partic- 
ular reasons, especially Interested in It, 
I tried by all possible means to get the 
correct sense of It, and for that purpose 
I ransacked tbe works of the fathers 
and of the Reformers, and examined all 
the different Translation* and Com- 
mentaries within reach, besides many 
other authors that wrote on the subject. 
Bnt found nothing in all of them that 
satisfied me- But being well posted In 
Biblical and other Antiquititt as also 
with the manners and customs of the 
East, I finally came to a conclusion 
that is pretty satisfactory to myself, 
but still I am not sure of belag right. 
While all human learning Is fallible I 
may err. Will therefore only give a 
brief outline of it. and If you consider 
it plausible, you can elaborate It your- 
self, for, "a word to the wise ts sum* 
dent." But whether you agree with It 
or not, it is the onlv rational sense that 
I can get out of it, as regards its intent 
and design and why because of tbe 
angels. 

1st, Then concerning the deshrn. We 
believe that God has a special design in 
every thing he commands, and tbe 8 ret 
command (riven concerning female at- 
tire is In Dent. 22 : 6, where he says, 
tbe wo i in shall not wear that which 
pertaineth un,to man. Neither shall a 
man put on a woman's garment, for all 
that do to are (an) abomination unto 
the Lord, etc. Here let me ask, what 
was the Lord's intent or detijn in this 
command ? Answer, Moral Purity. 
For if tbe sexes were allowed to dress 
alike, promlrcuous intercourse and sex- 
uel commerce would have been un- 
avoidable, and tbe world soon would 
have been turned into a brothel. For 
human nature was so corrupt that not- 
withstanding the prohibition it 
was often purposely transgressed. Bnt 
while God had instituted the marriage 
union, men were allowed to look upon 
women and select their partners from 
among those who had no partners, but 
were not allowed under pain of death 
to meddle with a woman that was a 
man's wife. Therefore married women 
were required to wear a veil or cover- 
ing over their bead wherever they 
were seen by men besides their bair. 
For what ? Why, for a badge to distin- 
guish them from the unmarried. This 
covering was also .authorised and legal- 
ised** the married woman's protection 
or safeguard, against the desires or as- 
saults of men, as may be seen In the 
case of Abraham and of Ablmelech, 
Gen. 20. For "while the earth was 
corrupt and so filled with t-iotenrt that 
they took tbem wives of all whkh they 
choose, and often killed men for tbe 
sake of their wives as did Lantech, 
and even David caused tbe death of 
Uriah for the sake of bis wife. And 
as Abraham's wile was very handsome 
(Geo. 12 : 10, 20) and as he thought tbe 
fear of God was not in that place, he 
was afraid be might be killed for her 
sake, and therefore, to secure hit lift, 
she went uncovered, and requested her 
( to ss j the ism hi* sitter, and therefore, 
white she had no veil or covering Ablm- 
elech justly supposed her to be an un- 
married woman and innocently took 
her tor bis wife, as Pharaoh had 


before. But being warned of tbe Lord 
in a dream, he restored ber again unto 
Abraham and gave him a thousand 
pleeea of silver as an indemnity and for a 
veil or covering for her eye* against oil 
that were with Aim ; And scalnst oil 
others. 

Instances might be multiplied indefin- 
itely to prove that married women were 
required to wear a covering on their 
bead, besides their hair, for the reasons 
above given, and also for a token of 
subject ton and as a power at protection. 
But will let this suffice, and say a little 
on part 2nd, "Because of the angels." 
We believe from numerous passages 
of scripture that there are myriads of 
created Intelllgencies, generally called 
angels, also Cherublms and Seraphlms 
which constitute Thrones, Majesties, 
Principalities, Powert, Might*, and 
.Dominion*, in heavenly places, as may 
be seen lu Eph 1 : si, and 3 : 10, and in 
numerous other places who also serve 
In different capacities or offices as in 
Beb. 1 .- a it is ssld they are alt minis- 
tering tpintt sent forth to minister for 
them who shall be heirs of salvation, etc. 
It was the belief of the ancient Fath- 
ers that every one that tried to serve 
tbe Lord bad a Guardian Angel always 
accompanlng blm to Infuse good 
thoughts Into his mind and also to pro- 
tect and defend blm. Aa David says, 
Psalms 34 | 7, "The angels of tbe Lord 
enoampeth round about them that fear 
him and delivtreth them." And the Sa- 
viour says. Matt. 18: It, "Take heed 
that ye despise not one of tbese little 
ones, for their A nasi* do always behold 
the face of my Father in heaven." 
They are also called "Messengers" and 
"Swift Messengers" to bring tidings re- 
lating to the affairs of tbe children of 
men before tbe Lord or before tbe Ma- 
jesties on High, and are therefore ever 
present at oar devotions and in our 
solem n asse m biles. Their eyes are ever 
on us, they observe all our doings and 
proceedings. Therefore while they are 
such important factors In the, great 
work of our soul's salvation, should 
we not be very cautious that every- 
thing may be done with proper decorum 
and trier according to the Divine ar- 
rangement ? But if tbe married women 
or.wivet (as seme translate It) have no 
covering or badge of subjection on their 
heads, it Is out of the .Divine order, and 
maybe a source of grief to to tbe min- 
istering spirits or attending angels that 
are ever hovering over us, aad conse- 
quently must bring sorrowful tidings 
to tbe Majesties on High. Therefore, 
Paul evidently means "Let everything 
be done decently and in order, for the 
sake of the angels," because tbey are 
our constant attendants and observer* 
and greatly Interested In our temporal 
and spiritual welfare. 

According to tbe above views and 
the obvious intent and design of tbe 
covering, unmarried women or young 
suiters would not be requited to wear 
a covering besides their bair, because 
not commanded, and if they do It frus- 
trate the original intent and design of 
it. Paul himBe If says there is a differ- 
ence between a wife and a virgin. 
Therefore I think we should allow a 
visible and tangible sign of It. 

Will aloes by relating one or two In- 
cidents that came undei my own obser- 
vation . Some lears ago a good brother 
from Ohio who was seeking a compan- 
ion was at a love feast in Philadelphia. 
There were many young sisters present. 
Among them was one that engaged his 
special attention. She appeared to blm 
as "one mil of a thousand and alto- 
gether lovely." He was so smitten 
with her that be was anxious to make 
ber acquaintance. Bnt as be was a 
stranger in the large city, and, on ac- 
count of his piety, very modest In his 
love affairs, it put blm to considerable 
trouble to And out where and who she 
was. Bu t ] udge his morti floattou when 
be discovered that tbe fair youug sis- 
ter was a married looman. 

I might relate several similar cases, 
but think there is enough said to illus- 
trate the design and intent of tbe com- 
mand. For if tbe married women 
would all wear a covering over their 
hair as tbey absolutely should and 
ought, and the unmarried only their 
hair, which appears to be all tbe cover- 
ing required or them, then many temp- 
tations might have bean avoided, and 
the good brother just mentioned would 
have been snared all hla trouble and 
disappointment. 


I have now given what I consider 
tbe obvious sense of the 10th verse. 
Much might be said of the other verses, 
but what Is said I think may serve ss 
a key to unlock the meaning of tbe 
other verses. 

* I bad intended so amy a little more in 
reference to It being a power on her 
bead and also about ber dishonoring her 
head, but am very busy and my eyes 
are so painfully weak, that It Is almost 
impossible to write. Can only write 
fifteen or twenty minutes at a time, 
tben most stop an hour or two to rest 
m y eyes. Mean while , my idea* scatter 
since my eyes are weak so that writing 
becomes a task, whicb used to be a 
pleasure. I used to alt In tbe big arm 
chair and dictate to my daughter, for 
■he Is very expert with the pen ; bat 
■be married and left us in the spring, 
and since I bare no one to assist me. 
You will therefore excuse me for not 
giving more definite replies to the rest 
of your queries.
